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The Russians Bock Down 


The apparent Russian agreement to 


remove offensive weapons from Cuba un- 
der 
U.N. supervision in exchange 
for 


United States agreement that it will end 
its blockade and give assurances against 
•ny invasion of the island is naturally 
greeted with a great sigh of relief in this 
country and around the wurld. 


The rapid-fire exchange of diplomatic 


rotes over the weekend, which proceeded 
at such a pace that messages were ex- 
changed through the press rather than 
through regular channels, leaves many 
details to be settled. But the vital fact is 
that Premier Khrushchev apparently has 
called off his Cuban gamble without gam- 
ing any advantage. 


And once again the Soviet Union has 


backed down in the face of obvious deter- 
mination by the United States to meet 
force with force. 


This is what happened ir. Greece and 


Turkey in 1946-47; m the Berlin blockade 
of 1948-49 and in the Lebanon-Middle East 
crisis in 1958. But we must also remember 
that we also backed down in the face of 
Communist armed might in Korea and in 
Hungary. The plain fact is that neither 
maior world power today can risk nuclear 
war unless its vital security is involved 


It becomes quite obvious now that 


Khrushchev planned to use the missiles m 
Cuba as trading bait, for what we may 
never know for certain He tried to inject 
American missiles m Turkey into the 
Cuban picture 
But Piesidcnt Kennedy 


could not afford to even hint that we would 
bargain unilaterally over NATO bases and 
reiected that approach immediately. We 
must assume thit the Cuban move also had 
some relationship to Soviet plans in Berlin. 


It is extremely important that all of u« 


realize even in a moment of relief of ten- 
sion that we may have won a battle but 
that the cold war continues intensively. 


It was surprising how quickly Khrush- 


chev called off this maneuver when he 
became convinced we meant business. The 
Russian ambassador at the United Nations 
had hardly finished calling U. S. evidence 
of the bases in Cuba forgeries when 
Khrushchev was telling U Thant that Rus- 
sia would halt shipments of 
offensive 


weapons to Cuba under certain conditions. 


A side result of the crisis is the almost 


certain demise of Castro in Cuba. Cuba 
has been written off by the Russians. Its 
usefulness as a tool in the international 
plans of Communism is apparently over. 
And in the meantime all of the Americas 
are now firmly united against Castro, and 
he is branded for what he really is, a 
Soviet pawn. 


All of us shuddered when John Foster 


Dulles 
termed 
diplomatic maneuvering 


with the Soviets "brmksmanship." Today 
we must realize that the cold war is being 
foueht more intensively than ever before 
and that the real hard issue—Berlin—is 
close to the crisis stage. 


There is a faint hope that we and the 


Russians, having stopped just short of war, 
mav be sble to start negotiations leading 
in the other direction as both President 
Kennedy and Premier Khrushchev have 
suggested. 


But it is more likely that the Russians 


will react as they always have 
Having 


found tins adventuie a failure they have 
quickh' liquidated it in order to start off 
on a new tack in their drive for world 
domination. 


Four Quesf/ons for Wisconsin Voters 


In the November 6th general election 


all Wisconsin voters will be asked to pass 
upon four referenda questions Three ques- 
tions will relate to amendments to the 
state constitution and the fourth one will 
be a referendum on legislation as required 
by Wisconsin statutes. 


The first question on the ballot asks 


the voters to decide whether or not the 
phrase "Indians not taxed" shall be re- 
moved from Section 3 of Article IV of the 
state constitution This question is not dif- 
ficult to decide The phrase IE contained in 
that section of the constitution which pro- 
vides that the legislature 'shall apportion 
and district anew members of the Senate 
and the Assembly, according to the num- 
ber of inhabitants, excluding Indians not 
taxed, soldiers and officers of the United 
States Army and Xavy " Quite obviously 
the phrase. "Indians not taxed," has no 
meaning in this day and age Indians are 
taxed and furthermore they aie full citi- 
zens and must be counted in any reappor- 
tionment undertaking. The "Yes" vote w i l l 
tdke this anachronism out of the consti- 
tution. The phrase is meaningless and un- 
necessary To icmove it will eliminate an 
unintentional affront to the Indian race. 


Questions No 2 and No. 2-A relate to 


the granting of veto power to the chief 
executive officer of Milwaukee County. 
Milwaukee is the only county in- the state 
vuh an executive officer. He is operating 
under a 1955 legislative act. He is now 
seeking veto power but there is a dispute 
on the question It has been proposed that 
a constitutional provision be written into 
the state charter granting this power. But 
to do so it is first necessary to change the 
constitution to provide for such an execu- 
tive officer. Thus there are two questions 
on the ballot. One is to provide for the 
election of a chief executive officer for a 
four year term in counties with a popu- 
lation of 500 000 or more. Only Milwau- 
kee County has 500,000 or more. Then Xo. 
2-A is to require that "All resolutions and

Since they are establishing a new 
residence they are not permitted to return 
to Wisconsin to vote and are npt yet ready 
to vote in their new precincts This law is 
meiely to pcnnit as many of those per- 
sons as are interested to vote in presi- 
dential elections. 


The Wisconsin voters will do \vcll to 


vote "Vrs" on all four questions. There 
is no appaient reason for opposing any 
of the four statewide relerendum votes 
The phrase ' Indians not taxed" should go. 
The county executive of Milwaukee County 
should have the veto power. He needs it 
for the same reason the governor needs it 
to deal with the state legislature and for 
the same reason the mayor of a city needs 
it to deal with the city council. There is 
absolutely no good argument against it 
But Milwaukee cannot get this necessary 
authority unless the voters of the state co- 
operate It costs the voter nothing and can 
contribute to better government for Mil- 
waukee County. 


Also, the fourth question should be ap- 


proved There is no good reason why an 
American citizen should lose the right to 
vote for president merely because he hap- 
pened to be changing his address shortly 
before the election.

INFORMATION TO VOTERS 


The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of 


voters: 


A voter upon entering the polling place and giving his name and residence, 


will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk which must have indorsed thereon 


the name or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other ballot con be used. 


Upon receiving his ballot, the voter must retire olone to a booth or compartment 


and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the 


proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any 


manner whom to vote for. 


If a voter wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party he shall 


make a cross or other mark under the party designation printed at the top of the 


ballot in the circle made for thet purpose. -A ballot so marked and having 


no other mark will be counted for all the candidates of that party in the column 


underneath, unless the names of some of the candidates of that- narty have 


been erased or a name shall be written in or a cross mark be placed in the 


square at the right of the name of candidates in another column. If the voter 


does not wish to vote for all the candidates nominated by on« party, he shall 


mark his ballot by making a cross or mark in the square at the right of the 


name of the candidate for whom he intends to vote, or by inserting or writing 


in the name of the candidate. 


A voter may vote upon a question submitted to a vote of the people by mak- 


ing a cross (X) or mark in the square at the right of the answer which he intends 


to give. 


The ballot shou'd not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled, 


it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its Stead, but 


not more than three in all shall be issued to any one voter. 
Five minutes' 


time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. Unofficial ballots or memorandum to 


assist the voter in marking his ballot can be taken into the booth, and may be 


used to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any person can see 


how it has been marked by the voter.
